ricultural implements are uo better than 
oars, bnt the land is most thoroughly 
tilled. The plowing U «s perfect as it is 
possible to laeke it...The best of car 
own is inferior in "comparison. Larga 
sums are spent in fertilizers of various 
tmd«, whiM Ihe field* are thoroughly 
nnderdruined. The farmers are very care- 
ful rejecting their stock; in the firnt 
place to get-goad kinds, end -then to 


' give them the best of attention. Oar 


Best cuttle will compare favorably with 
theirs, bnt they keep none that are in- 
ferior. Tha same may be said of sheep 
and swine. I have seen flocks of sheep 
where serend thousand were together, 
yet one conll scarcely find a poor one 
among them all. 


The most striking feature of the land- 


scape in France is the wide expanse of 
fields, unbroken by hedge-row or fence. 
Simple landmarks are used to mark the 
bounds of the countless proprietors, for 
it is cot, as in England, a few great 
landholders, but in France the laud is 
literally divided among the peasant farm • 
ers. One may see n strip of land ten 
rods in width and a mile in length sown 
with wheat, and next may be oats, and 
not more than three rods in width nnd a 
mile in length. These little morsels are 
French farms, and most thoroughly till- 
ed by their owners. Mile after mile 


^j may one see, as he rides on the railway, 


these narrow strips. Whatever niay be 
said against this unending subdivision 
of the land, the method of transfer is 
worthy of imitation. 
No cumberous 


machinery of deeds, with fees to lawyers 
and clerks, but land is sold as one would 
sell bank stock or sharen in n railway. 


The agriculture of Italy seams far be- 


hind that of all the other countries o'f 
Europe. I did not see a hoe. shovel, or 
plow in Italy that an American won Id 
accept as a gift. 
The plow is of the 


most ancient pattern it is possible to 
conceive. It consists simply of n limb 
of a tree. One is selected that has a 
smaller branch, with the proper inclina- 
tion, from which they lashion n, prong 
which answers to tho share. 
The 


straight part of the limb forms the 
beam, n hole is bored i.'i the larger end, 
in it is fixed a handle, the.plowman 
takes hold with both hands, shouts to a 
team as ill-conditioned as his plow, anil 
away he goes, scratching up the land— 
plowing it cannot be called in any sense 
of the word. I saw hundreds of mm 
and women spading up the land. No 
improved implements whatever soetn to 
be in use. So clumsy are their methods 
in comparison with ours, that an Ameri- 
can would easily do the work of twenty 
Italians. I went to see the place where 
Cincinnatus held the plow. It was just 
outside of Home, and a very nice piece 
of land. Yet with all their clumsy ways 
1 they try to make the most of n small 


quantity of land. Everything is. saved. 
You will find men who support them- 
selves and families on half an acre. The 


, while the rich have 


of grief and full of sympathy for tho suf- 
fering of the wrongs that jny client lias 
endured.

That is, they will build suitable struc- 
tures on the grounds of the Institution, 
save rent and many other expenses that 
•would foot np nearly the , cost of tem- 
porary buildings that will be needed 
anyhow in tho course of a year or two. 
Moreover, this as good as heads off a 
little game for re-locating the important 
Institution. 
It is a fixture on the pres- 


ent site.

'Jhc bill also requires 
that the rates for special news dispatches 
and commercial news be tlie same, and 
in no case to exceed, the rates charged 
Press associations on the 1st of January, 
1876. Bates are to be anlform to all par- 
ties for similar service. 


THE late election to the Senate of such 


familiar uamos as Gen. Burniide and 
ex-President Johnson, is a fair stand-off 
for those nnheard-of ones mentioned a 
week or so ago. Michigan and Nebras- 
ka send* two quite strangers, so far ns 
national .affairs are concerned. 
Of 


course Andy Johnson would ring in the 
Constitution from the nearest stump 
before the vote was fairly counted. He 
is "on the broad platform," etc. It is 
perhaps just as well to have him in the 
Senate as an ex-rebel. Tho history of 
that political soldier of fortune is as va- 
ried and interesting as a play. Probu- 
bly he is the happiest man this morning 
in the country. Politics are his normal 
condition. 


IT would seem to be conclusive tLmt 


the incendiarism prevailing in Oakland 
is the work of some disappointed fire- 
man—some "oxit" who wants "'in"—or 
some person who is striving to give the 
department trouble at the least expense 
to the property holders. The author of 
these fires is considerate, indeed, to thus 
single out hay-barns that r.re not partic- 
ularly connected with other property. 
Of course it is rough on the owners of 
hay and the buildings directly concerned, 
and altogether it is a sort of incendia- 
rism not to be encouraged. The party 
engaged in it ought to quit it before the 
disposition becomes so deep-seated that, 
after all the hay is burned, he may be 
induced to enlarge his field of opera- 
tions. It is a spirit of playfulness that 
may lead to mischief of greater magni- 
tude, and the perpetrators also come to 
grief of long standing. 


THK Nevada Transcript and its cor- 


respondents are pooh-poohing the propo- 
sition to dredge the rivers with a view to 
prevent their overflow. That those per- 
sons living in the mountains where 
gravel mining is earned on most exten- 
sively, ought to be better able to judge of 
the future filling up of the rivers below, 
is reasonable. They as good as pro- 
nounce the dredger as utterly puny if 
not contemptible, except as a means to 
bankrupt the State. It might succeed 
in dredging the State treasury, but for 
keeping the rivers free from the moun- 
tain deposits, another system must be 
adopted aitogethar. 
It is very easy for 


editors down in the valleys, hundreds of 
miles away from the cause, to exhaust 
ink bottles on this subject, without ever 
having the least comprehension of the 
magnitude of the cause of the difficulty, 
or the first idea of what is really re- 
quired to counteract it. It is possible, 
however, that out of all this pen-and-ink 
cross-firing, a practicable plan of opera- 
tions may be developed, but at present, 
it looks as though the little mountain 
paper had the best of the argument. 


THE text-book business comqp to the 


surface again. 
There is nothing like 


keeping it before the people, and this 
time we are indebted to the text-book 
manufacturers for another opportunity 
to express our opinion of the whule 
affair. A pamphlet of thircy-ono pages, 
from the house of Bancroft & Co., is to 
hand with a begging appeal for a favor- 
able :aotics. This pamphlet is accom- 
panied by a letter addressed to the 
"Editor of - ," eto. We fully agree 
with one sentiment expressed therein — 
that " we have talent enough on this 
" coast to write our own text-books, and 
" capital enough to publish them. It 
" only needs a beginning," etc. That is 
it exactly. It only needs a beginning. 
Let tha State compile its own text- books 
and print them. By the way Messrs. 
Bancroft & Co., r now that your text- 
books (readers, at least) are adopted, 
and granting they are good enough, 
what would you sell the copyright, elec- 
trotypes, etc., to the State for? The 
next Legislature should overhaul the 
entire system and adopt a plan for fur- 
nishing the people with uniform text- 
books not subject to change once in forty 
years, instead of every four. The point 
that Bancroft & Co. wish to make is not 
the one (or the people to consider. The 
present system is one for the publishing 
bouses to fight for, .and we cannot blame 
them for desiring to adhere to it as long 
as possible. 
. . 


THE FEKBY IMPROVEMENT A6AIH. 


Yesterday we spoke at some length of 


the overshadowing importance oi the 
projected ferry improvement to the fu- 
ture of Oakland. We met Mr. Arnold 
coming over on the train from the city, 
having with him the map of which we 
had just written about, and he informed 
11 s that the Harbor Commissioners had 
just instructed him to make a detailed 
drawing for an additional slip, making 
four for which they will advertise for 
proposals to complete at once. We 
stated yesterday that the first work pro- 
posed to be completed was three slips 
oil the north side of Market street \vharf, 
for the exclusive use of the Oakland 
boats. It is now proposed to complete 
a fourth one for tho use of some other 
ferry line—perhaps the Ssueelito or 
Berkeley, or both. The scheme alto- 
gether contemplates the construction of 
seven slips side by side, but at present 
there is a pressing need for the Oakland 
boat slipe. 


Our informant says thnt the Commis- 


sioners will advertise for proposals for 
tho time of ten days, and that it will re- 
quire about three months' time to build 
the Blips. This will perhaps be as soon 
as the new boats will be ready to run. 
The necessary depot buildings will re- 
quire separate plans and proposals. It 
will probably be the middle of tho sum* 
mer before the new arrangement will be 
fairly inaugurated. That it must re- 
dound to the almost incalculable benefit 
of Oakland, no one who stops to think 
can for a moment dispute. 


FROM A NATIONAL STANDPOINT. 


That the Bureau of Education at 


Washington should be continued in 
some form, whereby reports from all 
parts of the country can be regularly 
obtained, and a general average of pro- 
gress arrived at, there is no good reason 
to doubt. Knock off the agriculture 
or patent office reports, il you will, but 
let this Educational 13ure:tu as nearly 
alone as possible, except to improve it if 
needed. 


The meeting of the National Educa- 


tional Association at Detroit, last Au- 
gust, was one of the most important mid 
interesting assemblages that has takeo 
place in i, long time. Its proceedings 
were largely quoted.

COST OF HOTEL LIFE. 


\V"e have been told that living at the 


Sharon-Kalstou hotel, when completed, 
will cost five dollars per day: ;hat this 
will be the ordinary charge. How much 
truth there is in the statement, wt arc 
not prepared to tny. Should the man- 
agement, however, determine to laise 
thn price in this manner, it will do much 
to cripple tUe city's good name for first- 
class entertainment on the most reason- 
able terms of any place in the world.

They must do one thing or tho other, 
comedown or go ontof business. Better ac- 
commodations are to bo had in Chicago for 
J3 60 a day than in New York for S3. 


WHAT is wanted above all things in 


the Oakland city government) for sever- 
al years to come, is a Council more par- 
ticularly, but officials throughout who 
have sound business sense. The pres- 
ent Council has by the barest scratch, 
done some most excellent work. Ex- 
penses have been cut down s,fc the rate 
of at least the cost of agood-bized school 
house per year. In view of the debt 
over the city, and the near approach of 
another legislature, only the most saga- 
cious business men sliould be put into 
the Ccrancil as successors of the outgo- 
ing members. By judicious manage- 
ment, the city's fiimndal condition can 
be improved and the outlook in general 
strengthened very much in the next two 
years, aside from the natural advantages 
so well known to exist.

Too much credi 
canuot be given onr efficient departmen 
for their exertion in saving the contigu 
ous property, which they did most ef 
fentually—two valuable residences with 
in fifteen yards of the burning building 
having escaped without even beinf 
scorched, and the only damage experi. 
enoeclwas the flooding of one of the kitch- 
ens. A wood and coal house immedi- 
ately adjoining the burning building wns> 
saved with but a slight scorching. Vari- 
ous rumors were rife last night as to the 
origin of the fire, but u gentleman livinL 
in one of the adjoining buildings in- 
formed ns that during the evening his 
servant girl told him R man was seen 
leaving the premises a few minutes be 
fore. He seemed to thiuk all was not 
right, and he made a survey of the 
premises, but discovered" no one. Re- 
turning to his house, lie informed his 
wife that he had apprehensions that the 
barn would be fired some night, and 
that for their own safety, they had bet- 
ter move to some more secure locality. 
About ten minutes after this flames were 
seen issuing from the barn, with the re- 
sult above stated. We cannot see. ho\v 
there can be but one opinion concerning 
the origin of the fire. The barn was se- 
curely locked before dark, but the lock 
was found to have beeu wrenched off, 
and that the building was set on fire 
there can be no doubt. \>sterd,iy the 
owners of the laud on which the barn 
stood were measuring the lot for the 
purpose, as we understand, of building 
a residence, nnd it was their intention 
to remove the barn illiis week.
